So you may lee, that Grd us a God of Order, who called dAarex 
and Moſes, and they had an Order from God. And Aelchize- 
deck had an Order ;, and Chriſt is aftex his everlaſting Order. 

And Chriſt the Truth bath an everlaſting Kingdom, that ſtands 
in everlaſting Righteoulneſs,and Power & Joy in the holy Ghoſt ; 
|| yea, an «Rtablifhed Kingdem, that will never have an end,and can: 
| _ -not be broken :. and no imperfe&, defiled nor corrvptible thing 
' enters into it. 

And all Chriſt Jeſus his SubjeQs of his everlaft.ngRingdom,that 
ſee it, and enter-into it, are born again not by the Will of Man, 
but of an incorruptible Seed, by the Word of God, and have 
the incorruptible Milk of the Word of God, by whic!: they grow 
from Babes to Mcn of God; and have the Fine Linnen, the In- 
corruptible. Clothing, the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, which is the 
Fine Linnen, which they do wear in Chrift's Kingdom. 

So: all © hriſt's 'Subjes of his Kingdom are known by their 
Birth and Clothes, and live in his Order of his Goſpel of Love, 
Life, Light, Gras: and Truth; which no gan comes into his 
Kingdom and Order, but by the Zeght, Grace and Truth, Faith, 
Power and Spirit,and Ancinting,and Word of Life within,through 
which they know Chriſt, ard his Everlaſting Kin;-dom, that 
ſtands'in Power and Righteouſneſs, and Joy inthe Holy Ghof'; 
and by it keep in his Order of the Law of Life, which they have 
in Chriſt Jeſus. 

| And they that follow the World's God,that are out of Truth,8: 
diſobey their Creator, the Ged of Truth, and the Lerd Jeſus 
Chrift; Iſay, all ſuch obey and follow him in whom there is no 
Txuth; and ſuch cannot endure to hear talk of the Order of

and Darkneſs, and the World's Cod, who is a God of Diſorder, 
in whom there is no true Order, but Cenfulion; and inte this 
holy Order of the Everlaſting Light & Life he cannet come : Gle- 
ry tothe Lord God, and bis Son Chriſt Jeſus, who # over all from 
Everlaſting to Everlaſting, and is the Rock and Foundation and 
Habitatiou of hws People, bleſſed farever and evermore, Amen,

© ment, 

Now it 1s clear, the Apoſtles and Elders gave theſe 
Teachers noſuch Commandment, to preach ſuch Do» 
Arine to trouble the Churches. 

And the Apoſtle Pas, after he had ſpent ſome
